Since the removal of the Institute from George-
town to Blue Lick 8prings, one bundred and sixty-
seven cadets, representing seventeen States and one
Territory, have matriculated, of whom seventeen
arc abecnt on leave, thirteen have been honornbly
dllchlr[iud, seven have been dismissed, and onc
hundred and thirty-three were in attendance at the
close of the aession.

The undersigned attended the exnmination and
exercises of the sections and clusses as they were
brought before theirnpproprinte Professor, the Faa-
ulty and apectaiors, in whose preseoce they were
thoroughly and elaborately examined in  their
course of necademic studies, and it is with no ordi-
nary degree of pleasure the Bourd bear testimony
to the prompt and correct answers given by the
Cadeta to the questions propounded by the Faculty
and others present, thus al{:ﬂiing the best evidenece
that they are well and thoroughly aught in their
res Fer.tivt‘- departmenta, :

The text-books used and the conrse of instruction
adopted at the Institute are, as we are advised, al-
most identical with those of the United States Mili-
tary Academy at West Point, in addition to which,
instruction in the ancient languagea is given, which
may be considered a fair average of the course of
study of the colleges of the United Stales; and as
three members of the Faculty were educated at that
school, and the others are rraduates of colleges of
high distinction and well guadified to teach in their
reapective departments, the Board can see no rea-
son why a complete and thorough education cannot
be obtained at the Weatern Military Inatitute.

The Cadels are instracted in military science,
not #o much with a view of qualifying them fur the
army as of promoling I|{airnl develupment, by
healthful exercise, good habits, subordination, and
discipline, and to employ leisure hours, which might
be otherwise devoted to conrse mnusements, ur bn
idly and uselesely thrown away., HBut military ex-
ercisea are never permitted to interfere with the
academic studies of the Cadet.

The Board of Visiters have carclully inspected
the quarters of the Cadets, and find them neat and
comnioriable, the police good, and such as in every
reapect to merit their eatire approbation; and from
personal exmmination, and all the iuformation
which they have been able to obtain, they bave
found the fare prepared fur the Cadets to be clean,
wholesc me, am! abundant, They also deemed it
their duty to examine the arma, and fonnd them in
such admirable condition that the handling would
ot suil a white glove.

In concluding thia report, the Board of Viaiters
beg lenve to add, that the location of the insttute
at the Blue Lick Spring=s is so well and favorably
known, not only in the Western States, but in the
entire Mississippi valley, that it would be useless to
set forth ita advantages, and commend it to public
favor on that ground. But they are unwilling to
withhold an expression of their unqualified appro-
Lation of the couree of study, the good order, po-
lice, and discipline observed and enforced at the
Institute, and their entive confidence in the Ligh
